Immigration has had more variety 
in the matter of bosses during the last 
ten years than any other department 
of the government. Before 1921, Hon 
James Calder was minister of immi- 
gration, Previous to the elections of 
that year, however, the cabinet was 
re-organized and Hon. Dr, J. W,, Ed- 
wards took over that portfolio He 
was defeated at the same time the 
Meighen government was beaten 

In forming his ministry, Premier 
Mackenzie King first gave the immi- 
fration portfolio to Hon. Charles Stew- 
art along with interior. In 1923, how 
ever, Hon. James A. Robb took it over 
and held it until the re-organization 
of the cabinet before the 1925 eleo- 
tion. Hon. G. N. Gordon was then 
made minister of immigration He 
met defeat in the election and the de 
partment. came back to Hon, Charles 
Stewart 

During the brief Meighen regime in 
1926, Hon. Dr. Manion was minister 
of the department for a short time 
‘and then Sir Henry Drayton, with the 
return of Mr. King's government 
Robert Forke became head of the de 
partment and remained in that posi- 
tion until December, 1929, when he 
went to the Senate and the job came 
back to Mr. Stewart once more

Otherwise it would 
probably be a bootless expense to reopen 
the office. But if the Alberta miners

Frederich’s Ataxia 

Question: A. O writes; “I have 
a boy 15 years old whose case has 
been diagnosed as Frederich’s ataxia 
When I asked the doctor about it he 
told me to read up on it. but I have 
been able to find very le about it 
I will appreciate any information 
you can give me.” 

Answer: This is_a hereditary dis- 
ease in most cases. There are 
changes in the spinal cord and 
cerebellum causing them to he 
smaller than usual. The waik its 
swayint and irregular, resembling 
that of a drunken person. In mak; 
ing voluntary movements the ac- 
tion is exaggerated and the hand 
sometimes moves around the object 
and then pounces upon it. There are 
also cases where the body sways in 
a regular movement. The speech 
is slow or explosive. The expression 
is dull, but the mental power Is 
usually maintained tn the early part 
ef the disease. The patient may 
valk on the outer side of the feet 
The discace is usually considered in- 
curable, but some beneficial results 
can be obtained through muscle re- 
education br training the patient te 
perform complicated muscular feats. 
I believe that a fasting and dieting 
regime might prove helpful as the 
disease somewhat resembles here 
ditary chores. and 1 have had sev- 
eral cases of latter trouble 
which responded to this method of 
treatment.

Extend it to huntan 
relations generally, and one may 
agree that two of-the Uiggest ob- 
stacles to a happy world are just the 
failures to acquire these two homely 
virtues; honesty and kindness 

If I had a million dollars to spend 
either for making people honester 
and kindiier, of less neurotic, and 
could be assured that the money 
would effect the end, I would spend 
it for a dtve for honesty and kind- 
ness. and let the neuroses take their 
chances; but the neurosis rate might 
decline by the same means. 

Yet, I repeat: the two questions, 
despite their overlapping. have dif- 
ferent bearings. Difficulties in men- 
tal adjustment are not equivalent to 
character defects, though allied to 
them. Many hysterics are honest 
and kindly yet break out into un- 
pardunable abuses of friends and 
relat'ves, then return to normal. 
Neuroses are not punishments for 
Sins in any other sense than thag in 
which we become sick when we 
don't take proper care of our health 
Living sanely and sanitarily and 
living morally are partners in the 
same enterprise. It's a hardér job for 


the neurotic. On the other hand 
ordinary cbservaton. compels one 
to admit that people who have 


deadened their conscience, or never 
had much to bother them, are of- 
ten shamelessly well in body and 
completely adjusted to their mental 
condition. One may despise them 
even as one observes their material 
success and their poise or pretense. 
So our friend, the layman, has 
raised a rather perplexing quest'on. 
There are so many ways to be hon- 
est arti kind; honest with oneself 
and kind to others, that any one 
who accomplishes this has the right 
start toward moral and mental! hy- 
giene.~And if one could eliminate 
the dishonest and unkindly people 
we should have a far happier world 
with a vastly reduced population
